 Mr. Traynor discussed the importance of recruiting college students into the  appraisal 
profession.  He expressed his concern that college courses may not  count towards the pre-licensing 
education requirements when many college  courses would meet those criteria.  Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Rhoad volunteered to  begin working with universities to help them have their college fit into the 
 appropriate matrixes to qualifying education.
